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REMARKS

In view of the remarks and amendments contained herein, Applicant respectfully 
requests reconsideration of the rejected claims. 

Non-statutory Double Patenting 

Claims 1-4, 17-20, 33-36, and 49-51 are rejected under non-statutory double 
patenting over U.S. Patent No. 6,118,817. (Applicant assumes that the Office 
intended to include claim 52 in this rejection and acts accordingly). 

Applicant acknowledges the double patenting rejection and responsively 
files an accompanying tenninal disclaimer to obviate the double patenting 
rejection. 

35 U.S.C. § 101 

Claims 17-20 are rejected under §101 as being directed to non-statutory 
subject matter. Applicant herein amends independent claim 17 to address the 
Office's concerns. Dependent claims 18-20 do not contain the rejected claim 
language. Accordingly, Applicant requests withdrawal of the §101 rejection of 
claims 17-20.
